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Model Parliament Highlight 
of Academic Career

Over one hundred Laurentian University stu- 
dents travelled to the House of Connmons to 
participate in a simulated session of parlia- 
ment. 

On the order paper were bills like reinstating 
the death penalty 
and abolishing the 
monarchy. The 
Model Parliament 
is an annual event 
organized by 
Laurentian's 
Political Science 
Association. As 
usual it was led by 
award winning pro- 
fessor Rand Dyck. 

This year 
more students par- 
ticipated than ever 
before. On January] 
9 the students 
spent a full day in the House taking on the roles of 
MPs. They followed Parliamentary rules under the 
guidance of Laurentian Graduate Neil McGraw, who 
acted as Speaker for the day. 

McGraw, who is now a civil Servant, was 
once a model Parliamentarian himself. Students 
debated bills and the budget, much like actual MPs. 
The high-calibre speeches continued afterwards at a 
banquet at the National Press Club. Students were 
also given ample time to explore Ottawa and get to 
know the other participants. It is a great experience 
for the students, says professor Dyck, "they take 



away quite a bit of knowledge about the way the 

House of Commons works Socially, this is often 

one of the highlights of their whole academic 
careers." 

Chas Anselmo, this year's Prime Minister, 
agrees: "it can really have a profound effect on stu- 
dents," he says "After my first year at Model 
Parliament I left the program I was in to go into politi- 

al science."

This was the third 
Model Parliament for Michelle Lavigne, president of 
the Political Science Association. It was, she says,

■or the 12th year, Le Maschere Laurenziane, a theatre 
' troupe formed by students and professors In Laurentian 
Universitys Italian Studies Program, will present their 
annual stage production. This year, the troupe will perform an 
adaptation of Non ml sposo per procura (I Wont Marry by 
Proxy) by the Italian playwright Una Riccobene on Friday, 
February 6, and Saturday, February 7, in the Thorneloe 
University Theatre, on the 
Laurentian campus. Everyone is welcome to attend. 

The play is set in Gatchell, a Sudbury neighbourhood, 
in the 1 950-60s and depicts the life of a 30 year-old Italian 
Canadian man who is pestered by his family to marry by proxy 
a young woman from the paese (his home country of Italy). He 
decides to travel to Italy to see the girl his family has recom- 
mended. A series of hilarious misunderstandings take place 
when Charlie, the main character of the play, tries to use Ital- 
iese (the dialect used by Italian immigrants in Canada) to 
impress the family of his bride to be. The play is a testament to 
the life that Italian immigrants have made for themselves in 
their adopted homeland. 

Lina Riccobene was born and resides in Sicily, Italy. 
She is especially known for her theatre and poetry in Sicilian. 
Her theatrical writings include: La Diliana (1981); Roba ... di 
casa noscia, which won the F M. Dostoevsky Phzi In 1991; 
Italia e li so figli (1982); Centuncinquantanni dltalia (1983); 
Carnalivari e limperaturi (1984); Matrimoniu ppi procura (1986); 
LI devoti di la hiacca (1988); Schetta nun tappi (1989); Arri e 
Catarn (1992). Her collection of poetry Cirri di attese enjoyed 
critical success in Italy and she appears regularly In antholo- 
gies of contemporary poetry.

Maschere Laurenziane on Friday, February 6, at 11:30 a.m. 
and 8 p.m.. and on Saturday, February 7. at 8 p.m. in the 
Thorneloe University Theatre, at Laurentian University. 

Admission is $2 for the Friday matinee 
and $5 for the evening performances. 



This may not be the nnost typical 
kind of question you receive, but in fact it 
isn't really a question.

Her beds were 
flawless and It seemed that I could never 
get it right myself. 

But this one morning while I was 
making my bed I heard a voice... not liter- 
ally like coming from above, but just 
inside me... and it was telling me to make 
the bed properly, like my grandmother 
used to say. So I undid the bed and 
made again, just the way she would 
have. Perfect hospital corners and every- 
thing. 

But how on earth did I acquire 
this skill? I had never made a bed this 
way before In my life. Well, my answer to 
that Is that my grandmother was with me, 
somehow someway she was guiding me 
and helping me through. I don't neces- 
sarily believe In God or religion, but I do 
know now that there Is something else, 
something more powerful than our exis- 
tence, some kind of energy that brings us 
through the most difficult days.

Wow, I think this entry made me 
shed a tear or two! It was quite refresh- 
ing to receive such a positive story. 
Thank you so much for sharing such an 
intense experience not only with myself, 
but the rest of Laurentian University 
Students. As a result of the fact that you 
are not asking a direct question, 1 will 
take this opportunity to simply comment 
on what you have shared. 

It seems as though prior to your 



experience that you may have been 
struggling with Idea of being spiritual with- 
out being religious. More and more It 
seems as though this is a difficulty that 
many people encounter Including stu- 
dents as they reach particular points in 
their lives that leads them to question 
meaning and existence. 

However, according to Dudly and 
Helfgott (1990) religion Is encompassed 
within spirituality, but spirituality is viewed 
as broader than religion. The distinction 
is that religion refers to formal Institutional 
contexts for spiritual beliefs and prac- 
tices, while spirituality refers to the 
human experience of discovering mean- 
ing, purpose, and morality (Dudly & 
Helfgott, 1990). However part of the fear 
and controversy that surrounds that of 
being spiritual lies within its relationship 
to religion. 

The experience that you shared is 
parallel to many other accounts of people 
who do not necessarily fall into any par- 
ticular religious sect. For example stories 
have been shared of people who avoid 
getting into the car because someone, or 
something tells them not to. These peo- 
ple claim that It was a deceased loved 
one, or perhaps their God preventing 
them from getting In a car accident. 

Acknowledging the fact that the 
soul lives on and that those who die 
somehow have the ability to speak to us 
through our dreams or our unconscious is 
a wonderful gift. It does not necessarily 
mean that you are accepting God into 
your life, but that perhaps are you are 
opening the door to the possibility that an 
unknown energy or force allows us to be 
a part of this world, living or non-living.

Progress on MD Program Based 
on Aboriginal Workshop Report 



In June of 2003, the Northern Ontario 
Medical School (NOMS) convened 130 
delegates from Aboriginal communities 
and organizations across Northern 
Ontario. In this three-day forum, the 
School learned what the Aboriginal com- 
munities viewed as goals for the under- 
graduate MD program. 

Since that time, the School's gov- 
ernance structure, admission processes 
and curriculum content have developed 
using the information documented in the 
Aboriginal Workshop Report and the 
guidance of individuals and organiza- 
tions that attended the Workshop. 

Today, progress on goals was 
addressed by Lakehead University 
President Dr. Fred Gilbert, who is Chair of 
the Board of the Directors of the Northern 
Ontario Medical School; Dr. Roger 
Strasser, NOMS Founding Dean; and 
Goyce Kakegamic, Deputy Grand Chief 
Nishnawbe Aski Nation and member of 
the Board of the School. 

Major themes which emerged 
from small circle discussions at the 
Aboriginal Workshop, were: 

1 . The need for a pathway which encour- 
ages and nurtures Aboriginal peoples into 
and through medical school. 

2. The need for faculty, staff and pro- 



grams to acknowledge and respect 
Aboriginal history, traditions and cultures. 

3. The expertise and resources in 
Aboriginal communities which could 
assist in the growth and development of 
the School. 

4. The opportunities for collaboration and 
partnerships to the mutual benefit of 
Aboriginal communities and the School. 

5. The challenges and specific health pri- 
orities of the Aboriginal communities. 

Dr. Roger Strasser, NOMS 
Founding Dean, in the report's letter to 
participants, praised them because they 
"demonstrated to the School, the richness 
and cultural diversity of their communi- 
ties, their deep commitment and a will- 
ingness to share their experiences. For 
this we are honoured." 

A new medical school for the 
whole of Northern Ontario, the Northern 
Ontario Medical School is a joint venture 
of Lakehead and Laurentian Universities. 
With main campuses in Thunder Bay 
and Sudbury, we will have multiple 
teaching and research sites distributed 
across Northern Ontario, in large and 
small communities. The School con- 
tributes to improving the health of people 
in Northern Ontario.

Question: I would like a list of the 
Journals that you have at the 
library. Since I live on Manitoulin, I 
don't want to drive to Sudbury if you don't 
carry the Journal. 



Answer: I assume that you have 
already used the database on the 
library's website 
(laurentian.ca/library) to find the article 
you are interested in. From there, click 
on the catalogue, type in the name of the 
journal the article is in, click on the 
Search For menu until you pick 
Periodical Title, and then click Search. 
Three clicks, that's it. 

If your search doesn't produce 
any result, check the spelling and do it 
again. Alternatively, because, depend- 
ing of the source from which they have 
been taken, journal citations arc not 
100% accurate, try typing in only some of 
the more significant title words. You 
could retrieve the Canadian Review of 
Sociology and Anthropology by typing in" 
Canadian sociology" - still using the 
"Periodical Title" option. 

Conversely your search produces 
too many results sometimes. If you 
typed in Science as your periodical title, 
you would get over 600 results. You 
may reduce these by scrolling down to 
the bottom of the first page of results 
then clicking on Exact Content. If you 
do this, then there will only be two which 
come back. Both of which are called 
'Science' 

By the way, if the library doesn't 
subscribe to the journal you are looking 
for, you can order any articles you need 
using the interlibrary loan form available 
under the Services button on the library's 
home page.

uestion: I am looking for an exam- 
ple of Master's thesis in biology. 
Can you help? 



New Graduate Student 

Answer: A thesis, for those not 
familiar with the term, is normally a 
fairly lengthy piece of work based 
on original research which is handed in 
to fulfill a degree requirement. At 
Laurentian, original copies of all theses 
are held on the ground floor in the 
Special Collections and Archives area. 

You may find what is there by 
going to the catalogue, clicking on Switch 
to Power Search, and then under type, 
scroll down to Thesis. If you do that 
alone you will get close to 2400 results. 



That's because the Laurentian collection 
contains not only Masters theses but a 
huge amount of undergraduate theses as 
well. If you want to limit your search by 
department, such as Biology, click on 
Item Category and then scroll down to 
pick Biology (Science and Engineering). 
Reclick -- you will get 320 results. 

And now... for some news. Last 
week the National Library of Canada 
opened up its Theses Canada Portal. 
You can find it listed on the library home 
page under Reference Tools a Theses. 
When you arrive at the portal you can 
search the National Library's online cata- 
logue for all the Canadian theses and 
dissertations in its collection and access 
for free the full-text of electronic theses 
covering the period from 1998 to 2002. 
Interested in reading an example of a 
biology thesis at LU? 

When you get into the portal, 
click Advanced Search / Electronic the- 
ses. Then scroll down to the University 
Field and type in Laurentian University. 
You will get 158 results-full text. 
Unfortunately, you cannot limit your 
search by subject-but it won't take you 
too long to separate a Biology thesis 
from one in History. If you know an 
author-it will be even easier. 

Plus, you don't have to come to 
the library now to read one-you can 
check it out online! Of course, this is not 
to say you aren't welcome to come to the 
library and read it off one of our many 
computers. We're always glad to have 
you.

The Butterfly Effect Shows Darker Side of ''Kelso''

Latching on to an absolutely preposter- 
ous premise about 
alternate realities and 
nnysterious mental mal- 
adies, the writing-directing 
team of Eric Bress and J. 
Mackye Gruber manufac- 
ture an entertaining piece 
of supernatural nonsense 
whose sheer audacity dis- 
arms all (well, nearly all) 
skepticism. The only down- 
side to the outrageous story 
line is the filmmakers' 
exploitation of extreme 
criminal behavior, ranging 
from kiddie porn and 
pedophilia to animal torture 
and beatings with baseball 
bats. 

The presence of 
Ashton Kutcher, who exec 
produces, ensures solid 
opening-weekend grosses, 
but what his fan base will 
make of this weird melodra- 
ma is hard to predict. 
Certainly, 'The Butterfly 
Effect" goes in the opposite 
direction of his first two films, "Dude, Where's 
My Car?" and "Just Married." 

Kutcher's Evan Treborn has many 
missing gaps in his past, blackouts he experi- 
ences from an eariy age where he is unable 
to recall traumatic events. While brain scans 
show no abnormalities, his mother (Melora 
Walters) worries desperately because his 
father, long ago locked up in a loony bin, 
experienced similar mental black holes. 



A psychologist (Nathaniel Deveaux) 
suggests that he keep a diary detailing his 
daily life. In college years later, he happens 
upon these notebooks and reads a passage. 




Suddenly, Evan is thrust back in time, reliving 
an event his mind refused to record. Back in 
the present and with a nosebleed to show for 
his time travel, Evan realizes that these 
blackouts are a kind of bookmark to which he 
can travel back whenever he reads a pas- 
sage leading up to an unremembered event. 

Inhabiting his childhood body, Evan 
finds he is able to alter these terrible events 
and thereby undo the damage done not only 



to himself but to his childhood sweetheart 
Kayleigh (Amy Smart), her brother Tommy 
(William Lee Scott) and a neighborhood 
buddy, Lenny (Elden Henson). The root of all 
evil here is Kayleigh and 
Tommy's abusive father (Eric 
Stoltz). By altering these past 
incidents, however, Evan 
returns to a vastly changed 
present. And each time he 
thinks he has altered every- 
one's life for the better, he dis- 
covers that he has made 
some things worse. 

There is sly comedy in 
the idea that altering one 
event will transform Kayleigh 
from a bubbly sorority giri to a 
drug-addicted whore. Or 
change Tommy from a psycho 
ex-con to a heroic frat boy. Or 
transfigure Lenny from a fat. 
Institutionalized killer to a slim 
and bright student. 

Evan himself doesn't 
change that much other than his 
choice In wardrobe and room- 
mates. He remains a guy driving 
himself crazy by trying to create 
a happy ending but getting out- 
smarted by uncontrollable 
chains of events. 
Kutcher makes the incredible credible by 
approaching each of his altered roles with real- 
istic acting. Ditto the rest of the cast, who 
anchor the wacky transformations with thor- 
oughly believable and engaging performances. 
Just as the best comedy is delivered with a 
straight face, the best melodrama is executed 
with passion and conviction.

Continues to Attract a 

Growing Number of Students 



According to recently released num 
bers by the Ontario Universities' 
Application Centre, Laurentian 
University continues to attract a growing 
number of students. 

No less than 1,163 students 
made LU their first choice compared to 
795 in 2002, an increase of 46.3%. This 
hike is substantially 



higher than the 
province-wide 
increase of 19%. 

This positive 
trend comes on the 
heels of the signifi- 
cant numbers of 
last year, the year 
of the double 
cohort, caused by 
the elimination of 
the OAC in Ontario. 
In 2003, the highest 
ever number of 
secondary stu- 
dents, 1 ,778 stu- 
dents, made Laurentian University their 
first choice. The number of first choice 
students applying this year is obviously 
less than last year, but the drop at 
Laurentian (28%) is less than the 
province-wide decrease of 30%.

Laurentian has 
received over 
1,100 applications 
for this program. 

As of 
January 14, the 
total number of 
applicants choosing Laurentian University 
as one of their choices has increased by 
61 .6% from 2002 (5,912 from 3,658). 

These numbers are well above 
the provincial average as applications 
from secondary schools across the 
province for the 2004-2005 academic 
year have increased by just 24.5% com- 
pared with 2002-2003.

Cambrian College President Sylvia 
Barnard and Laurentian University 
President Judith Woodsworth 
today signed articulation agreements that 
will enhance and encourage educational 
mobility between a number of 
Cambrian's diploma programs and a 
number of Laurentian's degree pro- 
grams. The signing ceremony also rein- 
forces a partnership that was first estab- 
lished in 1992. 

In addition to the renewal of the 
global Agreement for Partnership and 
Collaboration in Higher Education, the 
ceremony also included the renewal of 
an agreement between Laurentian's 
School of Human Kinetics and 
Cambrian's Physical Fitness and Leisure 
Management program; the renewal of an 
agreement between Laurentian's School 
of Commerce and Administration and 
Cambrian's Business Administration and 
Business Administration - Accounting 
programs; and the signing of a new 
agreement between Laurentian's School 
of Human Kinetics and Cambrian's 
Nature-Based Adventure Tourism pro- 
gram. 

The agreements formally recog- 
nize credits from the above-mentioned 
Cambrian College diploma programs and 
provide an opportunity for graduates to 
obtain an Honours Bachelor of Physical 
and Health Education degree, an 
Honours Bachelor of Commerce degree, 
or an Honours Bachelor of Physical and 
Health Education - Outdoor Adventure 
degree from Laurentian University. 



Conversely, Laurentian University stu- 
dents registered in the above degree 
programs, but who choose not to or who 
are unable to complete the requirements 
for graduation, have, depending on the 
courses completed at Laurentian, the 
option of transferring to diploma pro- 
grams at Cambrian.

Professor Addresses 
Void of Knowledge

On Friday, February 6, at 2:30 
p.m., Huntington University 
will celebrate music professor 
Dr. Charlotte Leonard, who recently 
published the book entitled 
Seventeenth-Century Lutheran 
Church Music with Trombones. The 
reception will take place in 
Huntington's Lautenslager Hall 
(Social Centre). Members of the 
University community are invited to 
attend. 

Seventeenth-Century 
Lutheran Church Music with 
Trombone, published by A-R 
Editions in Middteton, Wisconsin, 
addresses the void of knowledge 
concerning the use of instruments 
with voices, highlighting the role of 
the trombone In the Lutheran 
Church music of 17th-century 
Saxony and Thuringla. The six com- 
posers represented in the book are 
those who were highly regarded in 
their time and prolific producers of 
sacred music, although few of their 
works are available in modern edi- 
tions. 

The works presented pro- 
vide an overview of centra! German 
Lutheran Church music with voices 
and instruments from the early, mid- 
dle and late portions of the 17th cen- 



tury, focusing on the variety of musi- 
cal structures, instrumentations and 
uses of instruments with voices 
available in the period. 

Dr. Leonard, chair of the 
Department of Music at Huntington 
University, one of Laurentian 
University's federated institutions, 
has a Master of Music degree in 
trombone performance from the 
University of Michigan and a Ph.D. 
from Duke University. 

Over the course of her aca- 
demic career, she has published in 
the Historic Brass Society Journal, 
and has given papers for the 8th 
and 9th Biennial Conference on 
Baroque Music, American Bach 
Society, Canadian University Music 
Society, and Early Brass Festival. 

She teaches courses in 
music history, trombone, low brass, 
and brass music education. Dr. 
Leonard is a founder of the Northern 
Brass and Northern Brass Choir, in 
which she performs and co-directs, 
and is active as a clinician, adjudica- 
tor and arranger. 

She is Principal Trombone 
for the Sault Ste. Marie Symphony 
Orchestra, and past Principal for the 
Sudbury Symphony Orchestra. Dr. 
Leonard also coordinates the 
Noithern Ontario Music Festival All- 
Star Concert Band. 
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
